Berlin, Oct. 14—-On the heels of the 
German government's promuigation 
of a new decree designed to curb ape- 
culation in foreign currencies comes 
the announcement that the official 
printing presses produced 27,300,000.- 
060 marke in new paper marks during 
the first week of Oateher. 

The total German currency in circu. 
lation by October 7 ha@ been thus in- 
creased ta 344,171.631,000 marks, 

This means that the circulation of 
paper marka haa increased nearly four 
fold since October 7, 1921, when the 
total etood at $7,461,651,000. 

Following the announcement of tha 
decree, the dollar rate increased al- 
most three hundred marks, Bankers 
and other established financiers are 
approaching the new situation cau- 
‘jously hoping they will be allowed 
comperatively wide latitude in their 
regu buying and acliing of foreign 
money. The small exchange establish- 
menta continue to keep their windows 
decorated with dollar bills, pound 
notes and other foreign money in 
order to attract customers,

Need For Caution

is to be hoped that is only because 
the people around the Mormon 
capital are tused to irrigation con- 
ditions, and not because the ex- 
hibit is featured for the p of 
‘‘booming” Alberta's irrigation 
belt at the expense of the rest of 
the province.
